Brit­ 
ish ship s started In p ursuit of the lone 
Etesex, a nd, rather than seek refuge In 
Atla ntic p orts of South America, Cap ­ 
tain Dav id Porter determined to turn 
Ca pe Horn and enter the Pacific. 
The arriv al of the Essex in the Pa­ 
cific wa s timely. 
Chili had just de­ 
clared her indep endence of Sp ain. The 
v icero y of Peru was sending out 
pri­ 
v a teers to p rey on United States ship s. 
The Essex taught the South Americans 
respect the star-sp angled 
banner. 
The Essex also wip ed British 
corn i 
» erce from the Pacific Ocean along the 
South American coast, doing to En­ 
gland a dhmage of $ 0,000,000, a big 
•urn for the time. 
The 
Essex 
also 
•quip p ed and p rov isioned herself at the 
•xp ense of the enemy for a year. 
The British were alarmed at 
the j 
wo rk of the Essex, and sent ship s of j 
war to catch her, fitting out the Phoebe, 
In p articular, with long-range guns so 
tha t she might destroy the Essex from 
• safe distance, and not get Into the 
dea dly range of the smaller guns of tho 
Essex. 
The Phoebe and the Cherub attack­ 
ed and defeated the Essex in the har­ 
bo r of Valp araiso in February, 1814. 
They had sev enteen long guns, firing j 
2 8 8 p ounds of metal, to the six long 
guns, throwing only sixty-six p ounds of 
metal on the Essex, and 500 men to 
2 5 0 on the Essex. 
Porter had asked for heav ier guns, 
but tho dep artment at Washington had | 
fefused them. 
The Essex maintained 
the unequa l fight with sp lendid hero 
Um for sev eral hours. 
She surrender­ 
ed when there was left fit for serv ice j 
only one officer besides Cap tain Torter 
and sev enty-fiv e men. 
The Essex was built on Winter Isl­ 
and, Salem, of Essex oak, and by Es- 
•ex men. 
It was n gift of merchants 
• f Salem and others to the gov ern­ 
ment. 
The v essel was launched Sep t. 
8 0, 1799. She became a deep -sea sailor 
and fighter, and 
m ade history, as did 
many of the brav e old wooden ship s. 
Farragut and many other gallant sail­ 
ors serv ed on her.

a Boer force double his own in nums 
bers, better armed and assisted by ar» 
tillery. 
We were without this Inv alu­ 
able assistance. 
The Boers failed tC 
take the p ost. 
IHiring the attack the writer v isited 
a trench in which one man was badly 
hit and another was lying ap p arently 
dead, excep t that he had not the oolof 
of a man killed in action. The writer 
turned him ov er to get a better look at 
him and found the man had been sound 
asleep ; and this was not the only cast 
of sleep ing that day. 
Col. Bullock’s force was called up oq 
to rep el an attack at about 7 a. m. rdj 
emp ty stomachs, were obliged to lie 
face downward In shallow trenches and 
endure the shell and rifle fire from all 
but inv isible foes; and in the sun, nftei 
a sleep less night of trav el In railway 
trucks, a few of them went to sleep . 
The main cause, the writer believ es, 
was the tension of the situation in the 
absence of activ e p hysical exertion. 
The writer felt the same desire fo r 
sleej), but activ e emp loyment kep t hlnj 
awake. The wounded, excep t the most 
sev erely wounded, soon succumbed tc 
the beautiful 
action of this natural 
anaesthetic. 


There are some creatures with which 
It is not p leasant to come into close 
contact, although they be harmless in 
themselv es.

The p romoters 
are esp ecially anxious to sec the g.» at 
flourishing in 
the 
neighborob.od til 
manufacturing towns. 
In up p er Silesia sev eral workmen’s 
welfare 
associations 
hav e 
offered 
p rizes for goat raising and keep ing. In 
addition sev eral communal administra­ 
tions in the same region encourage goat 
breeding and keep ing in v arious ways. 
At Tarnowitz tlie authoirties 
hav e 
gone far ahead. They hav e started a 
goat farm in Çp ü ^ection with a p lant 
nursery established with p ublic funds 
and run for the p ublic benefit. A tract 
of fifteen acres was first leased and 
later p urchased at 
a cost of $ 1,125. 
Buildings and stock Increased the in­ 
v estment about double that amount. 
The local administration contributed 
$ 500 and the Prussian 
treasury 
an 
equal amount The balance was raised 
by loan, the interest being assessed 
on the p rop erty of the district until the 
inv estment began to p ay. 
The exp eriment was begun early In 
1905. 
The result has been a great de­ 
v elop ment of interest In goat culture 
throughout the p rov ince. 
Small farm­ 
ers and land owners of all sorts are 
■locking up and many of the factory 
p eop le own goats and graze them by 
the roadsides or on the common lands. 
The farm is not yet p aying its way, but 
It is exp ected to in a year or two. 
The Rbenish-Westp halian manufaot- 
turing region lias also taken lip the 
goat. 
There are many goat culture 
clubs and arrangements are being made 
to Institute a central goat p romotion 
Itation at Altenbochurn, a busy v il­ 
lage where there are coal mines, brick­ 
yards and steam mills.

Facts T h at Seem to Prove a P e rm a ­ 
nent Low ering of Temperature. 
The growing coldness of the earth’s 
temperature is something on 
which 
scientists disagree, but certain data 
collected in Europe would seem to an ­ 
swer the question in the affirmative so 
far as that continent is concerned. 
Flammarion has collected figures cov­ 
ering the last six years, which seem to 
show a falling temperature. At Paris 
the therm om etric^ readings have been 
i one degree below normal. 
Other readings show eveu less favor­ 
able results. The fall is more noticea­ 
ble during the spring than during other 
periods of the year. Similar phenom­ 
ena are recorded in England, Belgium, 
Spain. Italy, Austria and Germany. 
In 
the thirteenth century the wines of 
Eta rn pea and Beauvais were the favor­ 
ite beverages at court. Henry IV., a 
pronounced hon vivant, frequently ex­ 
pressed his fondness for the product of 
the Suresnes grape.

appeared altogether. 
Languedoc no longer grows the lem­ 
on. There is not an orange left in Boul 
Billon. 
The Lombardy poplar, so fa­ 
miliar and picturesque in old French 
line engravings, is now nowhere to be 
found on French soil. These are facts 
which, putting statistics out of the 
question, serve to illustrate the changes 
wrought by temperature in the great 
fruit producing country of France.— 
Chicago Tribune. 


Every township in Vermillion county 
is “dry” except the township of Clin 
ton, and so overbearing and so dicta­ 
torial have the liquor interests become 
here that the good people of the city 
are arranging to start a fight that will 
be the ending of the saloon traffic in 
Clinton.

Forty-One Saloons, 2,000 Foreigners. 
There are fourteen coal mines in and 
about Clinton, and the majority of the 
foreign element works in these mines. 
There are forty-one saloons in Clinton, 
and most of the money earned by 
these foreigners goes over the bars of 
these saloons. 
There are a few more 
than 2,000 foreigners. 
The figures I am about to give will 
astonish the people of Clinton them­ 
selves. 
T h ey are well aware th a t there 
is considerable drinking here, but they 
have no idea of its extent. 
And, fur­ 
ther, there never has been any attem pt 
to make the saloon obey the laws un­ 
til now, and the saloon men are re­ 
sponsible for the present effort on the 
part cf lim eity authorities. 
In addition to the forty-one saloons 
there are seven brewery agents. They 
represent th* 
seven largest brewing 


twelve gamblers, wrho never work, and 
who have plenty of money, and the 
fruit of the wage-earners go to these 
birds of prey also.
